Three Men Battle F l am e s 
Near Other 
Magazines— 


Hole 50 Feet 
Deep and 
100 Feet in Diameter Was 


Torn in the Ground— Acid 
House C o m p l e t e l y De­ 


stroy ed. 


F iv e hundred and 
forty 
quarts of 
nitrogly cerine ex ploded at the Mariet­ 
ta Machine and Torpedo factory , lo­ 
cated in a deep rock bound v alley 1 2 
m iles east of Newark, Sunday after­ 


noon. 
So far as is known none was killed, 
but L. C. Kiy ig, manager of the piant; 
Roy Garrison, 
of Newark 
and 
Mr. 
K ing’s son-in-law, Frank Offenberger, 
narrowly escaped. They were on their 
w ay to the magazine to obtain nitro 
for a cnearby oil well. 
They arriv ed 
only 15 m inutes after the ex plosion 
and were 
ignorant 
of the 
ex trem e 
danger, when they entered the woods, 
w hich surrounds the magazine. Trees 
and leav es were 
afire 
and 
burning 
rapidly 
toward 
a frame 
magazine 


house. 
The three men did not hav e time 
to escape and were forced to fight the 
fires to sav e their liv es. 
A hole 
50 feet deep and 100 y ards 
in diam eter was torn in the ground. 
T he flames set fire to a rail fence 500 
y ards away and it was cqpsumed with 
in a few minutes. 
The mix ing house of the plant was 
totally destroy ed by the force of the 
ex jplosion. 
Only a few bits of twisted 
m achinery were left standing. \ hole 
w as torn in the ground about 50 feet 
deep apd 100 y ards in diameter. 
An 
acid house literally was torn to pieces. 
The frame m agazine 
house which 
w as threatened by the flames stands 
about 50 y ards from the acid house. 
It contains 41 two and one-half gal­ 
lon cans 
of 
nitrogly cerine. 
Four of 
these were thrown to the floor without 
ex ploding. 
The building was not dam­ 
aged. 
One hundred y ards further up the 
road a brick m agazine was also un­ 
harmed. 
It contained 46 two and one- 
half gallon cans of nitro.

Sev eral mrfi working at the Ev er­ 
ett gas wells at Black Hand, about a 
mile away from the scene of the ex ­ 
plosion, were knsocked down by the 
concussion but were not hurt. 
W in­ 
dows 
in houses for a 
distance of a 
m ile in ev ery direction w-ere shattered 
Huge trees w ere torn down near the 
scene of the blast. Buildings in Han­ 
ov er, Clay lick, To-Bosc, Black Hand, 
Blackrun and other neamby

w ere shaken.

fashioned in that interim. Those were 
the day s, first and last, when the p ic­ 
tu re 
q u ality 
was

su p reme 
im­ 
p ortance, and milliners made hats ac­ 
cording to an ideal, howev er cru de it 
seems to u s in this day and genera­ 
tion, and with a definite standard of 
taste and sty le. Conv ention was rigor­ 
ou s and imp osed limitations, bu t none 
that contrasted altogether with the 
change in fashion that characterizes 
the latest modes. 
Nothing bu t a hat has su ch p ossibili­ 
ties of beau ty or the rev erse, of flat­ 
tery or the most dep ressing effect. 
Nothing in the illu strations of old- 
time sty les is fu nnier, from the v iew­ 
p oint of today ’s smart sty les, than the 
hat rested high on an elaborate coif­ 
fu re, like a boat tossed and left u p on 
the rocks. 
T hat and the bonnet ou r 
grandmothers or ou r great-grandmoth­ 
ers wore ov er satiny looks, drawn ov er 
the ears, and with wide ribbons tied 
u nder the chin, are among the mu seu m 
treasu res of now. 
Ju st what the gen­ 
tlewoman who dressed in tills fashion 
wou ld hav e thou ght of the freakish 
ex tremes of the last few y ears is not 
easily Imagined. 
Hat fashion seems to hav e been a 
m atter of eliminating, of modify ing ex ­ 
tremes, only to tou ch, as is u su al, the 
ex treme op p osite. One y ear hats grow 
from the Infinitesimal to the amp le and 
then to the enormou s. With something 
like intox ication p op u lar fancy holds to 
that mode u ntil 
it 
is 
ex p ressed in 
cheap adap tations, and then the swing 
to the other ex treme begins. 
Rev ersals are accep ted, u su ally , by 
only a few. 
The crowd inv ariably 
waits to see. Then, when once a mode 
is established, the crowd follows the 
leader blindly , grasp ing w hatev er is 
said to be the latest tiling, often ob­ 
liv iou s to the req u isites of taste and 
becomingness. 
Interest in Hie Cloche. 
This, dou btless, is the way in which 
the cloche came to be.
